Poultry keepers interested in in- 


crcasinit tlie egg production of their 
Hocks will pay marked .attention to the 
metlioils of feeding, housing, culling 
and breeding- Probably the least prog- 
ress oh most farms has been made in 
the art of breeding poultry, says-T. S. 
Towusley of the University of Mis- 
souri College of Agriculture, in Exteu 
sioii Circular 72. 


To produce highjayers only- the 


best individual producers should be 
used as breeders. This-suggests the 
necessity for having a special breed- 
ing flock. On farms where eggs for 
setting are saved from the entire flock, 
selection is usually based only on the 
size and shape of the eggs. With this 
system the breeder stands a -good 
chance of setting uiany eggs from the 
very lowest producers. Even the poor- 
est' hens lay fairly -.veil during the 
haiching season and their eggs are 
usually large and smooth. This, meth 
iiil of-mass selection of setting eggs i.' 
in tlie same class as'the crib selec 
!ioi<»of seed corn and will bring just as 
poor results'. Tiie: first,step in iraprov 
ing tiie egg production, is the ustali 
jishnient of a special breeding flock.

i. Free Range U |deal. 


• -'jfcb Special fencing is. necessary to 
handle tlie flock. Free -range gives 
ideal conditions for breeding fowls. 
A pen is" a gi,-eat detriment to the 
efficiency of tlie'breedlng flock and is 
not a.t all needed on' the farm. Close 
confinement reduces tlie "-vitality of 
the flock and results in poor hatches 
and weak chicks. 


AVhere separate houses are available 


for the breeding flock and.the com- 
mercial flock, free range can be given 
the birds in each group. If feed is 
kept constantly available in the mash 
hoppers in each house the birds will 
return to'the proper house to lay so 
that tlie eggs can be kept separate 
without any attention to yards. 01 
course, males should be supplieuyonlj 
for the breeding flock, and by keeping 
these hirds in the house until eight 01 
nine' o'clock in the morning, satis- 
factory mating-will be insured.- Some

Strikes and " Justice" 


The first" purpose of the franiers 


of the American 'Constitution as 
stated in the preamble, was "to foimi 
a more perfect union'', and t-'re se- 
cond was "to establish justice'1. The 
more perfect union was necessary in 
order tihat the 
government 
mighf 


continue to exist. The establishment 
of justice rvvas second in importance 
only to the 'union itself. In the es- 
tablishment of justice the end to 'be 
accomplished in 
the protection of 


the many from the aggressions of the 
few and that is exactly the purpose 
of the proposed anti-strike railroad 
lam-. There can be no justice as be- 
tween railroad employes 
and 
the 


public generally if the employes are 
to exercise 'the power to force paj> 
inent of wages according, to 
the 


standard which they fix .under the 
threat of interruption 
of/ service. 


Justice does not exist where one o\ 
the parties to-a 'bargain 
has 
the 


power to fix the Jerins of the bargain 
without t'iie other party having any 
voice whatever in the uiat-ter. 


Sim-e the railroads 
have 
been 


placed under Government regulation, 
and rates are established by a gov- 
ernment tribunal, the 
question of 


wages is no longer one between the 
employe and the corporation. In the 
hist analysis the public pays the bill. 
The public therefore has a risriit to a. 
voice in saying whnt rate of wages 
shall be paid. Such is the .purpose of 
the proposed 
anti-strike 
railroad 


bill. Under that measure a duly con- 
stituted and awthorix.ed' government 
tribulan would take testimony and 
render*-decisions regarding rates t« 
lie charged by . railroad companies 
for transportation of passenger? or 
freight. The anti-strike law would 
establish justice, as nearly as jus- 
tice «Min be attained.
